MANILA, Sept. 18—Without the slightest uarniug of disaster, Hon^ 


Kong was visited today by a terrible typhoon, which swept across thv 
island on which the city is located and wrought great damage in the hai- 
bor. This news was confined in cable dispatches received here from th<- 
Chinese city this morning. Enorinous property loss was caused, and hun- 
dreds of lives were destroyed. It is reported that the coast for miles is 
lined with wrecks of small sailing craft caught in the storm and driven 
ashore. In Hong Kong harbor many vessels foundered 
and other were 


driven ashore. The loss of life is heaviest among the crews on vessels in 
port. It is reported in numerous cases not a man escaped from the ships. 


Heroic fights were made by several crews to save their vessels, but 


they could do little against thc force of the- storm. 
Standing bravely by 


their vessels they were driven ashore 
and hundreds of sailors lost their 


lives in the breakers after the ships grounded. 


It is reported that the German steamer 
Johaime 
and the British 


steamer San Cheung went down with all hands. ' The steamer Fustian of 
the Hong Kong and Macoe railroad, foundered, only thc purser and mate 
escaping, so far as is known. 


In the city the,typhoon wrought great damage. Whole rows of houses 


are reported blown down, and it is feared a heavy loss of life occurred. 
The details however, are lacking. Business is at a standstill and the na- 
tive citizens are almost in a panic. 
It is reported that considerable loss 


of property was caused among members of the foreign colonies. A num. 
ber of foreign residents are also reported injured, but so far as knoun 
there is tio fatality among them. 


. Tho storm raged for two hours, and then abated as suddenly as it 


began. It will probably be hoars before a definite estimate can be given 
of the number of dead, or the aggiWute loss.

Wilmington, N. C., Sept. 18.—This 


section of the Carolina cast was swept 
by a typhoon, fresh from the northern 
coast of Cuba. It blew 70 miles an 
hour and left havoc in its path. The 
storm passed over eastern Georgia, 
evidently headed for the Mississippi 
valley. 


For nearly eight hours 200 men, 


•women and children were cut off from 
the mainland in imminent peril, while 
cottage, hotel and railroad property 
were damaged to the extent of $10,000 
by a northeast storm which "swept 
Wrightsville beach, nine miles east of 
Wilmington. 


Sheriff Frank H. Stedman was 


"among those caught at the beach, and 
at once swore in a number of depu- 
ties, who closed the bar rooms and 
patrolled the beach to prevent looting. 


The storm came without warning 


and hundreds of cottagers on the 
beach received their first intimation 
of danger when they awoke to find 
breakers sweeping across the beach 
and rolling high up on the mainland, 
two miles beyond. A tolley car kept 
at the beach in case of an emergency 
took about 25 early risers across the 
sound on the trestle, which was swept 
by the waves. Those left at the beach 
were afraid to cross the trestle, which 
gave way immediately after the last 
car reached the mainland. The storm 
increased in fury until noon, when the 
rescue work -was begun. They sent 
surf boats across the channel at great 
risk, bringing first the women and 
children and later the men. 


At Carolina beach, further down the 


mainland, there was some damage to 
cottages, but the residents left there 
the day before on notice of falling 
barometer. 
At Southport, at the 


mouth of the Cape Fear river, harbor 
craft had a. narrow escape from the 
storm, several passenger boats being 
slightly damaged. At Old Brunswick, 
between Wilmington and Southport, 
the steamer Atlantic of the fisheries 
company of New York was blown 
broadside ashore, but is not greatly 
damaged. 


Labrador Coast Storm. 


St. Johns, Sept. 18.—Besides 11 


schooners wrecked at Belle Isle re- 
cently by storms, seven others with 
over 100 people on board were driven 
ashore on the Labrador coast. Four 
fatalities only are reported thus far. 
It is feared worse disasters occurred 
on the northern part of the coast. 
Over 250 castaways are awaitin? ar- 
rival of a government steamer to con- 
vey them home. This is the worst 
disaster since 1886. when SfiS fisher- 
men were made destitute by a storm.

PRISONERS' FATE FORETOLD 


As Soon as Trial by Courtmartial 


Was Ordered—Sentence May be 


Commuted.

- Havana, Sept. 18.—The only results 
thus far of President Palma's order 
for the suspension of hostilities are 
that Liberal leaders who hitherto had 
every reason for anticipating arrest 
are circulating openly in Havana 
again and even conferring with mem- 
bers of the government with regard to 
peace; and that such insurgents in the 
field as have been consulted, while 
they express themselves as agreeable 
to settling matters amicably, assume 
an independent attitude, which can 
not be said to bode particularly well 
for a prompt settlement of existing 
difficulties. 
In the meanwhile Cien- 


fuegos is in a state of siege, commu- 
nication by telegraph being severed 
not only in the direction of Havana 
but to Santiago as well. 


Alfredo Zayas, head of the Libeial 


party, moved treely about the city and 
even visited the palace, where he had 
a conference with Secretary Montalvo 
relative to the means of securing 
peace. Senor Zayas is hopeful of the 
final outcome, although nothing like 
a definite basis for agreement was 
considered. For the present, he said, 
he is largely devoting himself to se- 
curing release of all suspected con- 
spirators. 


General Menocal had a conference 


with Vice President Mendez Capote 
and arranged for a satisfactory com- 
mittee of veterans to make authorized 
visits to insurgent camps. 


Points of special and present con- 


sideration in the peace negotiations 
are the fixing of a neutral zone and 
camping places for the 
insurgent 


forces and supplying them with food, 
which, it seems to be expected, will 
have to be done by the government. 


It is generally agreed that Secre- 


tary Taft must be the eventual arbi- 
ter, and both in Cuban and foreign 
business circles the hope is freely ex- 
pressed that not only will the TJnite-1 
States settle the present strife, but 
retain sufficient hold on Cuban affairs 
to prevent a repetition of the past 
month's experiences. 
A Cuban gun- 


boat went to Mariel to bring to Ha- 
vana a quantity of arms and ammuni- 
tion stored in the quarantine station, 
lest it fall into the hands of the insur- 
gents. 


A member of the cabinet, who de- 


clines to have his name used, said he 
could see no possible way for peace 
without intervention by the United 
States. ''Too many cooks are spoiling 
the broth," he said, "Everybody who 
wants to is getting passes and going 
out to visit the insurgents. 
In my 


opinion there will be no peace until 
the United States intervenes." 


The announcement 
that 
United 


States war vessels will protect British 
as well as American interests is taken 
as applying especially to Cienfuegos, 
where the English-owned Cuban Cen- 
tral railroad was obliged to suspend 
operation? and suffered considerable 
damage to Its property. The Western 
railroad, also a British enterprise, is 
not suffering special damage except 
In the vicinity, of Havana, rfnd it is 
expected traffic on this line will be 
reopened shortly.

Protect British Interests In Cuba 


During Insurrection. 


Washington, Sept. IS.—The United 


States will protect British interests in 
Cuba, -so far as possible, during the 
insurrection. This announcement was 
made at the state department in re- 
sponse to an inquiry. 


Subjects of Great Britain have large 


interests in railroad properties in 
Cuba and these have suffered by oper- 
ations of the insurgents. Other prop- 
erty too on the island is held by Brit- 
ish subjects, and anxiety is expressed 
as to the security of it. 


It is not disclosed whether the in- 


auiry reached the state department 
through diplomatic channels or came 
from private individuals. 


Complaint has been made that Cu- 


ban insurgents destroyed much prop- 
erty in Cienfuegos which belongs to 
the plantations in that vicinity. 


Commander Cotwell of the cruiser 


Denver telegraphed the navy depart- 
ment that all was quiet in Havana, 
that hostilities formally ceased, that 
a definite settlement of the troubles 
seemed possible, and that renewal of 
hostilities is not probabK. 


This dispatch, together with the 


visit of Secretary Taft, indicates that 
the movement toward peace in Cuba 
is well under way. but no changes 
were made in the naval program. 


While there is a pacific feeling, 


preparations are going forward by the 
war department to meet anything that 
tnay arise if it should be necessary 
tor a strong force to intervene. 


It is stated that troops and trans- 


ports will soon be available and only 
await orders in case the mission of 
Secretary Taft fails and hostilities are-
